In order to give you 
all the pertinent facts, 
we publish various docu- 
ments — letters and 
statements — in this un- 
happy case. 

The first salvo was fired — 
extremely peacefully and in 
the most civilised manner —- 
by the Australian Soccer Fed- 
eration on February 6. 

That day secretary Ian 
McAndrew wrote to Mr. J. K. 
Sharpe, secretary of the Syd- 
ney Cricket & Sports Ground 
Trust, GPO Box 150, Sydney. 

The relevant parts of his 
letter’ were: 

“On behalf of the Executive 
of the Australian Soccer Fed- 
eration and in association 
with our Member, the NSW 
Federation of Soccer Clubs, 
we wish to make herewith a 
special application to your 
Trustees for the use of Syd- 
ney Cricket Ground No. 1 
on Sunday, 28th May, 1967, 
for the staging of an Inter- 
national Soccer fixture, Aust- 
ralia versus Scotland. 

“There are, in the case of 
Scotland’s visit to Australia, 
very special circumstances 
necessitating our application to 
your Trustees for the use of 
Sydney Cricket Ground No. 1 
on this Sunday date and we 


_ trust in the light of such cir 
“cumstances our special applic=" 


ation will receive favourable 
consideration. 


No time 


“The special circumstances 
to which we refer are:— 

“The Scotland party, 
which will include the Pres- 


‘ident and Secretary of the 


Scottish Football Association, 
will only arrive in Sydney 
from Hong Kong on Satur- 
day morning, 27th May, and 
therefore would be unable to 
participate that day. 

“The Scotland team wiil 
remain in Australia for one 
week only during which time 
it is scheduled to play 3 Test 
Matches, one each in Sydney, 
Adelaide and Melbourne. 
The touring party departs 
from Melbourne for New 
Zealand on June 4, 1967. 
Sunday, 28th May, 1967, is 
therefore the only suitable day 
available to enable the Ist 
Test Match to be adequately 
staged in Sydney. 

“All three Test Matches 
are listed with the world Soc- 
cer body, FIFA, as ‘A’ Inter- 
nationals, the highest category, 
and as no ‘A’ Internationals 
have previously been held in 
Australia it is considered all 
Test Matches will attract con- 
siderable interest. 

“A paying crowd in excess 
of 40,000 is conservatively 
anticipated for the Sydney 
Test Match and Sydney Crick- 
et Ground No 1 is therefore 
the only ground in Sydney 
capable of accommodating 
such numbers. It is of course 
anticipated that many Mem- 
bers of the Sydney Cricket 
‘Ground would attend also. 

“The Australian Soccer 
Federation has already re- 
solved that no application 
would be approved for the 
telecast of the fixture in 
question, either direct locally, 
or by coaxial cable. 

“The Australian Soccer 
Federation would further ag- 
ree to rental terms of 123% 
of the gross gate receipts, 
plus charges, with a guaran- 
teed minimum rental of $400. 

“As mentioned to you dur- 


ing our recent telephone con- 
yersation, endeavours were 
made to have the Scotland 
party arrive in Sydney one 
day earlier. Confirmation 
was, however, received from 
Scotland only on Friday last 
informing us that due to 
Hong Kong engagements their 
arrival in Sydney could be no 
earlier than Saturday morn- 
ing, 27th May, 1967, and for 
which they are holding con- 
firmed seats on Qantas Flight 
2771 for that day. 


Exception 


“Finally, your Trustees 
may be assured that it would 
not be the normal intention 
of the Australian Soccer Fed- 
eration to seek Sunday fix- 
tures on Sydney Cricket 
Ground No. 1, but in view 
of the importance of the fix- 
ture in question, and in view 
of the exceptional circum- 
stances in this case, the 
Trust's favourable consider- 
ation to this application would 
be very much appreciated.” 

On February 27, Mr. Shar- 
pe sent this reply: 

“We acknowledge receipt 
of your letter of the 6th in- 
stant, requesting use of the 
Sydney Cricket Ground No. 1 
on Sunday 28th May, 1967, 
for the purpose of playing 
a fixture Australia v. Scot- 
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“In response, I am directed 
to advise that after consider- 
ation the Trustees are not 
prepared to make Sydney 
Cricket Ground No. 1 avyail- 
able for use on Sunday 28th 
May, 1967, as requested, and 
accordingly regret they cannot 
accede to your request. 


“In the above connection 
J direct your attention to our 
verbal advices, which are 
to the effect that the Trust 
is opposed in general principle 
to the use of the Sydney 
Cricket Ground No. 1 on 
Sundays, and intimate that 
the exceptional circumstances 
which applied on the only 
occasion on which the Ground 
has been so used, do not 
apply on this occasion.”

A group 
of 86 persons have already 
arranged a charter flight from 
Brisbane; so” much for “the 
interest. 

“We are, therefore, left 
with little alternative but to 
bitterly protest, on behalf of 
the public of Sydney, at the 
Trust’s decision on this occas- 
jon. 


Rights denied 


“One of the prime concerns 
of the Australian Soccer Fed- 
eration is to enable the citi- 
zens of Sydney to have an 
cpportunity to attend inter- 
national events and surely it 
is the right of our community 
to enjoy the best facilities 
available for such a fixture. 

“The Australia y. Scotland 
match is the first ever true, 
full international of this cal- 
ibre to have been played in 
Sydney, and we are dismayed 
that large sections of the Syd- 
ney public, by the Trust’s de- 
cision, may be denied the 
Opportunity to see the fixture. 

“There are in the Sydney 
metropolitan area, Newcastle 
and Wollongong, some 75,000 
amateur and junior players, 
the vast majority of whom 
participate in their local com- 
petitions on Saturday after- 
noons.* Parents of these play- 
ers must also be considered.’ 

“Tt is impossible for the 
Australian Soccer Federation 
to consider an alternative 
venue as there is no other 
ground in Sydney capable of 
accommodating an anticipat- 
ed crowd exceeding 50,000. 

“Soccer is as much entitled 
te accommodate its crewds as 
is Rugby League. Whilst we 
do not for one moment sus- 
pect the Trust of being biased 
towards Rugby League, or 
biased against soccer, we are 
sadly disappointed to learn 
that a group of persons, in- 
cluding many sportsmen, ap- 
pointed by the NSW Govern- 
ment, do not appear to-con- 
sider as part of their policy 
the furtherance of internation- 
al relationships through sport. 

“We are completely mysti- 
fied why sportsmen on the 
Trust, such as Mr. W.G. 
Buckley whom we know per- 
sonally, do not appear to have 


ball code which at internation- 
al level is the largest foot- 
ball code in the world today. 


“To have given the use of 
Sydney Cricket Ground to 
Rugby League for a Sunday 
club match in 1966 but to 
deny it to soccer for a first 
class international fixture is 
unjust, and would appear to 
be discrimination against our 
code. 

“Tt remains, of course, with 
the Australian Soccer Feder- 
ation to apologise to the 
Scottish Football Association 
and to FIFA, the world body, 
on behalf of the Trust for 
the fact that Scotland are not 
able to play on the only 
suitable ground in New South 
Wales. 


Bitter protest 


“Tt is disappointing too, 
from the Australian national 
team’s viewpoint, that it is 
denied from playing, when in 
its home country, in Sydney’s 
main arena particularly when 
during its tour of Asia in 
1965 it played international 
fixtures in some of the world’s 
best stadiums. 


“In recording our bitter 
disappointment we must pro- 
test to the Premier of New 
South Wales and to the Lord 
Mayor of Sydney for what 


appears to be an inconsisteficy” 


in the Trust’s decisions with 
tegard to Sunday fixtures. 


“The Australian Soccer 
Federation will ask the Pre- 
mier of New South Wales and 
the Minister of Lands to con- 
duct an inquiry into the me- 
thods and standards used by 
the Sydney Cricket and Sports 
Ground Trust in determining 
what exceptional circum- 
stances must exist before a 
Sunday fixture can be per- 
mitted. 

“The Australian Soccer 
Federation controls an inter- 
national sport in Australia for 
not only Australians but for 
the tens of thousands of new 
settlers from Britain and other 
countries and as such we ex- 
pect to receive the recognition 
we do in other State capitals. 


Build ground 


“Tn 1968 and 1969, the eli- 
mination rounds of the 1970 
World Cup will start and it 
is not unlikely that Australia 
will be called upon to under- 
take some fixtures in Sydney. 
In view of the Trust’s decision 
on this occasion it is oniy

Davis Cup. At the end of this year two countries 
will be drawn from a hat and the winner will 
become the Cup’s first holder. Next year all the 
other teams will meet each other in KO matches 
with the survivor challenging the holder, like in 
the Davis Cup. So far 13 countries have entered: 
Norway, Italy, Poland, Malta, Spain, France, 
Czechoslovakia, Finland, Bulgaria, East Germany, 
Austria, Holland and Denmark. 


Asian Youth Tournament 


The ninth Asian Youth Tournament will be 
staged in Bangkok, Thailand, from April 15 to 
April 27. The following 12 countries are compet- 
ing: Philippines, Malaysia, South Vietnam, Israel, 
Japan, Burma, South Korea, Singapore, Indonesia, 
Ceylon, Hong Kong, Thailand. Last year’s winners, 
Israel, are favored to retain the title.

Inter Milan v. Real Madrid 2-0 


The fabulous Inter Milan have done it again! 
They reached the semifinals of the European 
Champions’ Cup with a great 2-0 victory over 
Real Madrid, the defending champions, in the re- 
turn leg of their quarterfinal tie in Madrid. Inter 
only won the first leg 1-0 at home and were 
expected by most people to lose at least by the 
odd goal in Madrid and play a third match on 
neutral ground.

The other four 
teams: Bangkok Bank, Selangor, Vietnam Customs 
and South China Athletic (Hong Kong) will meet 
in a round-robin in Hong Kong. The preliminary 
rounds must be completed by July 31 this year, 
the semis by September 30, and the final will be 
played on November 30, 1967. 


Bela Guttmann sacked

East German leaders unbeaten 


Karlmarxstadt have set a new East German 
record. They are undefeated after the first 15 
weeks of the championship (seven draws and 
eight wins). Karlmarxstadt have a four-point 
lead over Lokomotiv Leipzig. Last year’s champ- 
ions, Vorwaerts Berlin, are only fourth at the 
moment, six points behind the leaders. Gera and 
Dynamo Berlin, the only East German teams 


coached by foreigners, occupy the last two places 
on the table. 


World Cup bonanza 


FIFA last week released the official World 
Cup gate takings. Gross takings at the gate in 
England last July was £2,047.615 sterling. An all- 
time World Cup record aggregate of 1,614,677 
spectators passed through the turnstiles.

BLISTERS CAN LOSE 
YOUR STAR PLAYER

The blister, a common nuisance amongst soccer play:

A blister with the sub- 


sequent socket of fluid 
between the inner and 
outer layers of skin can 


disable a player. 

Blisters can cause mild 
to severe pain and can 
also cause infection, 

We know that pain can 
directly affect movement, 
and we see our player 
“favoring” to compensate 
for the pain caused by the 
blister. 

This in turn alters the 
smooth, skilled movement 
so essential to powerful and 
co-ordinated execution of 
play, so our player’s game 


‘deteriorates and may pro- 


duce strains, sprains or 
more setious injury. 
Prevention is better than 
cure and as the foot is an 
important part of a player’s 


is desirable. 

@ Most players should 
wear two pairs of socks. 

@ Any taping or wrap- 
ping must be applied care- 
fully. 

@ If any reddening of 


the skin is observed, 
prompt attention should 
follow. 


Despite all the precau- 
tions, we will still strike 
blisters during training and 
match play. 

But we can help to pre- 
vent this by the following 
procedure. 

1. Have the player spray 
or paint his foot with 
Tinc Benz Co or better 
known as Friars Balsam. 

Z. When dry, which is 
very quickly, have the 
player dust his foot with 
powder. 

3. After putting socks 
on, dust them with powder 
before putting the boots 
on.
